Papers including certified copies 
of the governm ent petition for con­ 
dem nation of th e land, the decrees 
of the court and sim ilar m aterial 
have been sen t by the M iddle D is­ 
trict court a t Lewisburg to the Ad­ 
am s county prothonotary for in ­ 
clusion am ong the official papers of 
the county. 
The first order in the Beard Lot 
project was handed down in J a n u ­ 
ary by rile M iddle District court and 
the most recent order, according to 
the papers hied with the p rothono­ 
tary, was handed down F ebruary 7. 


75 In Collection 
The 75 guns in th e collection in ­ 
clude flintlocks and rifles th a t used 
percussion caps; 
rifles th a t used 
paper and m etallic cartridges, and 
some th a t have the barrels browned, 
instead of blued. Tile browning proc­ 
ess—Uke bluing, a controlled form 
of ‘‘rusting,” provides th e early rifles 
w ith an unusual beauty, w ith the 
gleam ing brown barrels contrasting 
w ith delicately worked brass fittings 
on the stocks and across the bur­ 
rel*. 
The guns range from muzzleload- 
ers and single shot breech loaders 
to seven-shot repeaters of the Civil 
w ar period. Since there was little 
or no standardization of U.S arm s 
during the Civil w ar period, th at 
period 
provides th e bulk of the 
weapons in the collection. 
M ony of the rifles were m ade by 
the Springfield and H arpers Ferry 
arsenals 
which

founded shortly afte r the Revolu­ 
tionary w ar One of the few devi­ 
ations from the U.S. m ilitary part 
of the collection is a first model 
W inchester 1866. w hich is included 
because it is a curio and a step in 
th e evolution of one of tho Civil 
war repeating rifles into the W in­ 
chester 73 w hich was the Buffalo 
gun of the west and played a great 
p a rt in th a t section’s developm ent of 
th e

Among the w eapons in the col­ 
lection 
is the first 
type of U S 
flintlock 
m usket 
m anfactured 
in 
th e U S. It was m ade at H arpers 
Ferry in 1789 and is designed to 
duplicate 
the 
French 
Charleville 
m usket 
used during 
the 
Revolu­ 
tionary war. 
The first U.S breecn loading rifle 
to be adopted by the arm ed forces; 
th e second U S repeating rifle, the 
44 caliber H enry rifle, a forerunner 
of th e W inchester; 
and the first 
U.S. repeating arm y rifle, a colt 
.56 caliber, m ade in 1855, are also 
in th e collection. 
He also h as a H all-H arpers Ferry 
m ade in 1819, a breechloading flint­ 
lock invented by J. II Hall in 1811. 
The collection is largely m ade up
